September 4, 1974 
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On the basis of our phone conversation on the 27th, and of previous 
representations by Harold about how quickly the book would be done, I have 
ma e several attempts to place my article for publication. As X explained in 
my etter of August 27, I intended to make sure that any publication would be 
held off tor 10 days or until September 11. 

Because we reached this agreement, there was no need to go into many of 
a ^ ° c ^r questions I had. Now, the situation has changed again. In his letter 
abed 8/27, Harold says that I should "forget" your estimate. All he can now 
say is that the book will be printed i as soon as possible. He also indicates 
that you may hold the book for 2 or 3 weeks after it is printed. 

I think that there is only a small chance that any of the four publications 

I have approached will want my article. If anyone does, I cannot ask them to 
hold it indefinitely. It is written to make a specific point about the current 
role of Ford and Jaworski in what might .become the really big Watergate coverup. 

That is a point I think should be made in p&fe public at this time. 

On the phone I pointed out that you weren’t as upset as Harold. To be specific, 
you dxd not really go beyond passing on his concern that any other use of this 
transcript would take the edge off his work. 

If you personally feel that such an article would result in grave 3 jeh jeopardy 
to the possible major media akin attention which Harold refers to, now is the time 
to make your feelings known to me. Frankly, I have no reason to believe that 
Harold’s assessment of that possibility is realistic; of m course, I do not know 
who he has been in contact with, but I must judge what he says in the context sfX 
of the rest of his correspondence with me recently. 

Also, if (as Harold’s lawyer in this case) you feel that he has any legal 
right to prevent me from publishing this article, please let me know right away. 

Harold’s letter says that you and he have something tegxgssH big going. (See 
the last full paragraph on p. 1 of his letter of 8/27.) He says that you will not 
respond to^any questions on this. I will not take him on faith on something like 
this, so if you can confirm his conclusions on the basis of your own knowledge I 
will pay attention to them. 

It is most pzakakiy ‘probable that nobody will want this article, so I am 
reluctant to impose on you for whatever clarification you can provide. 

I hope you understand my position. 

In his letter of the 20th, Harold said (p. 3) that if he got any letter from 
me before I had the book in my hands he would not open it. That’s a great ideal 
Therefore I am not writing to him. Everyone out here whom I have talked to itexnkgs 
thinks I am wasting my time by trying to maintain any kind of relationship with 
someone who is so far out. 

I am enclosing a copy of the revised version of my article. I find it hard to 
isKtiHExa believe that it could detract from the ksdcatk total amount of he attention 
given to your book. If you disagree, I would like to know. It is all kEDoeiKsxx too clear 
that Harold will have to have someone to blame if e he doesn’t get the' attention 
this transcript deserves. 

Should you want to reach me in the next 10 sfaya days: We will be leaving 

by train early on Monday, Sept. 9. (Until Sksa then: you can call 415-845-4669.) 

We will be xpKHgxn spending Tuesday night at the Motel 6 in Denver. We will be 
arriving in D.C. on the xasg morning of Friday the 13th, and going out to Shepherdstown 
that afternoon. My neighbors here will be taking x care of the mail, if you want 
to send anything. 

I’m looking forward to seeing you later this s month fctsf (and talking about 
something elsel ) .
